conſcionable Keeper.) That his Life appearesa perperu- 
all Warfarre, ( by Mines, and by Battery, by Battell,and 
by Stratagem)agaitlt ouc fundamentall Laws,(Which by | 
his own coafeſhon)ſeveral Conquefts had lefc untouchr, 
againſt the excellent Conſtitution of this Kingdome, 
which hath made itappeare to Strangers rather an Fdea, 
thena reall Common wealth, and proJuced the honour 
and happineſſe of this to b:a wonder of eyery o:her 
Nation, and this with unfortunate ſucceſſe, that as he al- 
wayes intended to make our Ruines aground ofhis 
advancement ; fo his advancement the meanes of our . 
further ruine. 
After thar,contrary to the further end of his place,and 
the end of that meeting 1n which hee held his place, hee 
had as it were, gagg'd the Common Wealth, taking 
away, ( to his power ) all power of Speech from that 
body, of which ke ought to have been the Mouth, and 
which alone can perfcAly repreſent the condition of the 
people, whom that only repreſents, which if he had nor 
done, inall probability, whatſograve and judicious an 
Aſſembly might have offered to the confiderationof ſo 
oratious and juſt a Prince, had occaſioned the redrefle of 
the grievances they then ſuffered, and prevented thoſe 
which we have fince endured, according to the ancient 
Maxime of 04iſſe quos Leſers : he purſued this offence to- 
wards the Parliament, by invighing againft the Mem- 
bers,by {candalizing their proceedings, by trampling up- 
on their Acts & Declarations,by uſurping and devolving 
the Right, by diminiſhing and abrogating the power, 
Doth of that and other Parliaments, and making them(as 
much as in him lay ) both uſeleſſe and odious to his 
Majeſtie, and purſued his hatred to this Fountaine of 
Juſtice by corrupting the ſireames of ir, the Lawes ;and 
derverting the Conduit pipes, the Iudges. 
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He practiced the annihilating of Ancient, and Notati- 
ous perambuiations of particular Forreſts, the better to 
prepare himſelfe to annihilace the Ancient, and Notori. 
ous perambularion of the whole Kingdome, the mceres 
and bounders between the libertics of rhe Subject and 
Soveraigne power; heendeavoured to have all renures 
in durante bene placito, to bring all Law from his Maje- 
ſtics Courts, into his Majcſties brett: he gave our goods 
tothe King, our Lands to the Decre, our Liberties to 
his Sheriffes; ſo that there was no way by which wee 
had nor been oppreſt,and deſtroyed, if the power of this 
perſon, had been equall with his will : Or that the will 


of his Majeſty, had been equall to his power, 


He not onely by this meanes, made us lyableto all the 
effect of an Invaſion from within, ( and by deſtruction 
of our Liberties, which included rhe deſtruction of our 
propricty, which includedthe deſtruction of our Indu- 
ſtry ) made us lyable to the terribleſt of all Invaſions : 
that of want, and povertie. So that it what he plotted, 
had taken R oote { and he made it, as {ure as his Declara- 
ration could make it{whar himſelfe was not) Parliament 
Proofe ) in this wealthy, and happy Kingdome, there 
could have been lefr, no abundance bur of grievances, 
and diſcontentment,"to fatisfaftion but among the guil- 
tie, Its generally obſerved of the Plagne, that the In- 
fection of others, 15 anearneſt, and conſtant delire of all 
thatare ſcized by it: and as this defigne refembles that 
diſcaſe, in the ruinc, deſtruction,and defolation,ic would 
have wrought, ſo it ſcemes no leflelike it in this effet : 
He having fo laboured to make others ſhare in that guilr, 
that his ſolicitation, was not onely his Action, bur his 
workes, making ule both of his Authoritie, his Intereſt, 
and Importunitie, to perſwade ; and in his Majeſties 
nane ( whole piety 1s knowne to give that Excellent 


\ Prerogative to his perſon, that The Law gives te his 


A place, 


place, not to be able to doe wrong } to threaten the reſt 
of the Judges, to {igne opinions cuuirary to Law, to af- 
ſigne aniwers contrary t9 their opinions, to give Iudge- 
ment which they ovght not to have given, aud to recant 
Judgement, when they had given as they ought, ſo char 
whoſoever confiders his care of, 2nd Concernmcnr,both 
in the growth and the Immorcalitic of this project, can- 
not but by the ſame way,by which the wiſeſt Judgement 
found the true Mother of the Childe, diſcover him not 
onely to have been the Foſterer, but the Father of this 
moſt pernicious and envious deſigne. 

I ſhall not need ro obſerve, that this was plotted and 
purſued by an Engliſh-man, againk England, (which en- 
creaſeth the Crime in no lcfle degree then parricide is 
beyond Murther ) that this was done in the greateſt 
mattcr joyned to the greateſt Bond, being againſt the 
generall libertie, and publique propriety, by a {worne 
Judge, ( and if that falr ir ſelfe, becauſe unſavory, the 
Goſpel it {clfe, hath defign'd whither it muſt be caſt ) 
that he poyſoned our very Antidotes, and rurned our 
Guard into a deftrution, making Law the ground of Il- 
legalitie : that he uſed this Law not onely againſt us, but 
againſt it ſelfe, making it as I may ſay, Felo de ſe, making 
the pretence, { for I can ſcarce ſay, the appearance of it ) 
{o to contribute the utter ruine of it ſelfe. 

I ſhall not need to ſay, thateither this ( or more can 
be ) of the higheſt kinde, and in the higheſt degree of 
Parliamentary Treafon, a Treaſon which need not a 
computation of many ſcverall Actions,which alone were 
not Treaion, to prove a Treaſon alrogether, and by that 
demonſtration of the intention, to make thar formalicie 
Treaion which were materially but a miſdemeanor, a 
Treaſon, as well againſt the King, as againſt the King- 
come,for whatfocver is againſt the whole,is undoubted- 
ly againſt the head, which takes from his Majeſty, the

ground of his Rule, the Lawes, ( for if foundation s 
be deſtroyed, the Pinnacles are moſt endangered ) 
which takes from his Majeſty the principall honour 
of his Rule, the Ruling over Free-men, ( a poweras 
much Nobler then over Villaines, as thar. is thar's 
over Beaſts ) which endeavoured to take from his 
Majeſty, the principall ſupport of his Rule, their 
hearts and affetions over whom he Rules. ( a better 
and ſurer ſtrength and wall to the King, thenthe Sea 
35 tothe Kingdome ) and by begetting a mutuall di- 
ſtruſt, and by that a mutuall diſaffetion betweene 


them, to hazard the danger even of the deſtruction 
of both. _—_

tirpate all ſuch defines as did introduce, and would
